RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Dear Sir 

This is in response to the November 24, 2006 Office Action in the above-identified 
application, in which the claims were subjected to a restriction requirement under 35 
USC 121 and subsequently categorized as follows: 



Group I: Claims 1-8 and 21, drawn to a method for treating diseases, classified in 

class 514, subclass 762. 
Group II. Claims 9-20, drawn to a composition comprising HMB, classified in class 

514, subclass 784. 



In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants elect, without traverse, to 
prosecute claims 9-20 (Group II) in the present application. 

An Election of Species has also been required, for the subject matter of Group II, to 
define a particular species of amino nitrogen source. Applicants hereby elect whey 
protein as the amino nitrogen source. Claims 9-20 read on whey protein formulations.
